Navy To End Jim Crow Steward Branch 

Plans to end the Navy’s traditionally Jim Crow 
steward branch, in which more than half of the 
25,000 Negroes in the Navy are assigned, were an- 
nounced by Navy Secretary Robert B. Anderson in 
Washington. 

In the department’s latest step to wipe out segre- 
gation within its ranks, Vice Admiral James L. Hol- 
loway Jr., chief of naval personnel, will work out the 
new program for mixing the largely all-Negro stew- 
ard branch, whose chief chores are waiting tables 
and caring for rooms of officers, Anderson said. He 
will be assisted by Lester B. Granger, executive 
secretary of the National Urban League, who is a 
» race relations advisor to the Navy. 

With the integration project one of the most dar- 
ing in naval history, Anderson, however, warned that 
such a process will ‘take time.” One of the chief 
problems, he said, will be the difficulty of getting 
white men to serve in a “now almost all Negro 
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activity.” The entire enlistment program may have to be 
revamped, Navy heads hinted. 

Concentration of Negro enlistees in the steward branch 
has been a sore thumb to Negro organizations for many 
years. After much agitation, the Navy opened all of its 
branches to Negroes during World War II. They had re- 
stricted them in steward classifications for 28 years. The 
discrimination was highlighted during the Japanese at- 
tack at Pearl Harbor when Dorie Miller, a Negro mess- 
man, demonstrated his unused skill by manning an air- 
craft gun on his battleship. Milier, who was later killed 
in action, was posthumously awarded the Navy Cross. 


Mother Begs PW Son To Ditch Reds, Come Home 

Mrs. Gladys Peoples, 41, a Memphis, Tenn., laundry 
marker, recorded a message for her son, Cpl. Clarence 
Adams, 24, urging him to come home and to change his 
mind about becoming a Communist. Adams is one of 23 
American prisoners of war in Korea who refuse to be re- 
patriated. In her plea, Mrs. Peoples, told Adams to “think 
like an individual—you know, the way I always taught 
you.”

RACE RIOT THREATENS IN TEXAS 
More than 100 Negroes were arrested and questioned as 
an armed posse of some 400 citizens combed Dallas, Tex., 
for a nude prowler who allegedly killed one white woman 
and attacked others. Harried police officials feared the 
tense situation could cause a race riot. 

Chief of Police Carl Hanson mobilized a civil defense 
automobile posse to help catch the rapist who dragged 
Mrs. H. C. Parker, 29, blonde dime store clerk, under a 
bridge, ravished her and cut her throat. Before dying, the 
woman whispered, “A Negro took me under the bridge 
and cut my throat.” 

Fear of the phantom rapist turned Dallas into an 
armed camp and prompted jittery homeowners to fire at 
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Convict Airman In Fla. Jim Crow Bus Suit 


Air Force Lt. Thomas E. Williams was convicted by a 
Crestview, Fla., all-white jury of violating the state’s 
Jim Crow travel law and fined $100. After four hours 
of deliberation, the jury ruled that the airman, who is 
stationed at the Craig Air Force Base in Selma, Ala., 
violated the law when he refused to move from the 
white section of an interstate bus. Williams’ attorney, 
who contended that the law was “class legislation” and 
unconstitutional, said the sentence would be appealed. 


100 Homeless As Illinois Fire Burns 40 Houses 


Approximately 100 persons were made homeless when 
fire destroyed a city block composed of 40 slum houses 
in East St. Louis, Ill. Five of the city’s seven fire fight- 
ing companies fought two hours before the blaze was 
brought under control. Nine persons, including seven 
firemen who were overcome by smoke, were injured but 
none seriously. Most of the tarpaper and frame structures 
were destroyed completely, but there was no estimate of 
damage.

Dr. Frank Horne, U. S. housing race relations expert 
whose announced dismissal touched off a flurry of pro- 
tests, was named an assistant to Adminis- 
trator Albert M. Cole of the Federal Hous- 
ing and Home Agency in Washington. In 
a surprise announcement, Cole said that 
in his new post Horne, who previously 
received a 30-day notice that he would 
be fired from the directorship of the 
agency’s racial relations service, “will be 
given broader scope in his new assign- 
Frank Horne ment” in minority housing matters. 
Horne, uncle of singer Lena Horne and 14-year govern- 
ment veteran, will receive his regular $11,800-a-year salary. 
Meanwhile, Joseph R. Ray; Louisville, Ky., real estate 
dealer, who was named to fill Horne’s old job, was honored 
in Louisville with a testimonial dinner at the Henry Clay 
Hotel, marking the first time the hotel had opened its 
doors to Negroes. The principal speaker was ex-Mayor 
Wilson Wyatt.

Earlier, a band of Mau Maus 
killed a Catholic nun and wounded a priest during a sur- 
prise night attack on the Imenti Catholic Mission, on 
Mount Kenza. 


New African Federation Gets First Governor 

Lord John J. Llewellin was sworn in at Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia, as the first Governor General of the 
newly-formed British Central Africa Federation. The 
federation, bitterly protested by Africans, unites an area 
of 500,000 square miles. 











Ignores Sounds In Coffin, Buries Body 

A Jamaican grave digger who admitted hearing 
sounds just as the body of 22-year-old Carlton Cor- 
nisse of Spanish Town was being lowered in the 
paupers burial ground, ignored the pleas of a 
woman mourner and buried the body. The grave 
digger, Uriah Morgan, told the unidentified woman 
that sounds like those they heard often come up 
from graves during burial. “If I was satisfied that 
the man was alive,” he explained, “I would have 
opened the grave immediately and taken him out 
because I am sure I would be rewarded for it.” 
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Africans Say Englishmen Eat Negroes 

A charge that Englishmen eat Negro meat was 
made in Nyasaland by leaders of the African Con- 
gress who have organized a guerrilla movement 
against white tea planters. The anti-British leaders 
said a “proof” of the charge is the case of the corned- 
beef cans which bore a label representing a Negro 
youth. The “Black Boy” meat cans appeared in 
European shops 20 years ago, caused riots among 
primitive tribesmen who thought the cans actually 
contained Negro meat. 











Ethiopia Has Middle East’s Richest Land 

Ethiopia is a land of almost unimaginable agricultural 
riches and could easily become Middle East’s leading 
granary if the country’s resources were adequately ex- 
ploited, according to seed improvement expert Michael 
W. Millar of Canada. Returning from an agricultural 
mission in Ethiopia, the seed expert said “millions upon 
millions” of bushels of wheat and barley might be ex- 
ported if transport means were available to bring them 
from the interior to the coast. 


Congo Bachelors Assail Extra Pay For Married Men 

Bachelors in the Belgian Congo are angry with the gov- 
ernment because they cannot understand why married 
men should get extra pay for possessing a wife. They 
complain that they are bachelors because they do not 
have the price of a wife. Attacking the government’s 
family allocation law which adds a day’s wages monthly 
to a married man’s pay check, the bachelors argue that 
husbands are an economically privileged cast. They com- 
pared it to giving a man a subsidy because he could 
afford an automobile. 


Earthquake Shakes African Gold Coast 
An earthquake shook the city of Accra, on Africa’s Gold 
Coast but no damage or loss of life was reported.

An estimated outlay of $200,000,000 will be needed to 
bring Alabama’s Negro schools up to equal level with 
white schools, state Sen. James H. Faulkner of Bay 
Minette told Jefferson County teachers in Birmingham. 
He said the state faces this problem in the event the 
U. S. Supreme Court rules to require “separate but equal” 
schools for Negroes in the South. As for the court out- 
lawing public school segregation, Faulkner declared, “I 
don’t know what the answer will be.”

Emily Auzenne of Grand Coteau and Erna Lemelle of 
Opelousas, La., became the first Negro students to attend 
Sacred Heart College, a Catholic girls’ school, in Grand 
Coteau. Both full-time students, the girls graduated from 
the St. Peter Claver Negro School in Grand Coteau.

Before hundreds of downtown shop- 
pers, a 53-year-old Milwaukee, Wis., 
man battled his way to his 169th arrest 
in 30 years—twelve hours after he had 
completed a six-month term for drunk- 
enness. Theodore Joyner was charged 
with attacking a patrolman, who said 
he attempted to stop Joyner from 
walking against a signal light.

ADAM’S WAY 


By Lonnie Coleman 


© Projecting his thoughts from his newly-adopted 
Yankee environment to a rustic, rebel community in the 
Deep South, Georgia-born Lonnie Coleman’s fifth novel, 
Adam’s Way (Dutton, $3), tells with warmth and under- 
standing a race-conflict story of universal meaning and 
interest. Author Coleman conducts a guided tour through 
the prejudiced minds and times of 
some rabble-rousing whites whose 
whole life and outlook are shackled by 
the boundaries of Pluma, a mythical 
southern town, perhaps the size of the 
author’s native Bartow, Ga. (popula- 
tion 27,329). 

@ The book, focused on an episode of 
passion and violence on rampage be- 
tween Negroes and whites, is told in 
bold, brash and sometimes shocking 
Lonnie Coleman language and dialogue. Explained the 
author: “A world is created which the author controls; 
yet if it is a true world in the best sense, it soon controls 
him, and he finds himself carried along, forced into set- 
ting down the most outrageous things because the people 
in his story demand it.” 

@ One sucn person who apparently controlled the author 
is the hero of the novel, David Adams. A social outcast 
by choice, irascible old Adams, skinny and sixtyish, pulls 
down the roof of southern contempt and hatred upon 
himself by giving refuge to a young Negro girl, Jolly, 
who was being railroaded out of Pluma to protect the 
reputation of one of its leading citizens. 

@ Without preaching or overworking conventional propa- 
ganda devices like name-calling and card-stacking, the 
University of Alabama-educated author tells how rural 
southern whites resolve their race problems.—R.J.

Earl Mann, president of the Atlanta Crackers, an- 
nounced in New York that his club has acquired the con- 
tracts of two Negro players, Nat Peeples, a centerfielder 
from Evansville of the Three-I League, and Winston 
Brown. If allowed to play Peeples and Brown will be the 
first Negro players in the Southern Association, but Mann 
intimated that their prospects depend on the Milwaukee 
Braves, with whom the Crackers have a working agree- 
ment.

Halfback Leroy Bolden of Michigan State scored three 
touchdowns and Bob Watkins of Ohio scored four as 
Michigan State beat Minnesota 21-0 and Ohio State 
downed California 33-19.

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WORLD SERIES SIDELIGHTS 
by A. S. “DOC” YOUNG 

NEW YORK—wWorld Series baseball games annually are 
good cause for long-lived controversies, spirited argu- 
ments, incisive questions, and opinionated answers. These 
questions were being asked in New York and Brooklyn as 
the Dodgers iost to the Yankees (4-2). 

Q. What is the secret to the mastery over Jackie Robin- 
son which is held by Yankee pitchers? (This question, a 
holdover from previous years, was hottest as Jackie’s bat- 
ting average fell to .200 for three-plus series.) 

A. The Yankees pitch Jackie low, around the knees. 
Jackie holds his bat high, most often beats low pitches 
into the ground. 

Q. Was this Jackie’s last season in major league ball? 

A. With a negative shake of the head, Jackie told JET: 
“Something awfully good would have to come up to make 
me quit baseball.” 

Q. Why did so many Harlem fans pull for the Yankees 
to whip the Dodgers when the Yankees apparently don’t 
want Negro players on the parent club? 

A. The average Harlem fan is awed by the Yankees, as 
is almost everyone else. Many actually believe the Yankees 
are so good, no current Negro player could crack the lineup. 

Q. Was Dodger Manager Chuck Dressen smart to con- 
vert Jackie Robinson into a left fielder? 

A. In several instances, yes; in others, no. Junior Gil- 
liam was a good replacement for the reportedly-slowing- 
up Jackie at second. Jackie’s improved batting this year 
(.329 against .308 in 1952) may indicate that he was less 
tired playing the outfield than he would have been play- 
ing the infield. But Jackie was never before an outfielder, 
and his inexperience was obvious (and admitted) in early 
games at Yankee Stadium. A more experienced outfielder, 
for example, might have caught Billy Martin’s homer in 
the second game. 

Q. Which one—Jackie or Campy—will go further in 
baseball after their playing careers end? 
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» ¢ IN QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

A. Campy. He is better suited temperamentally for 
coaching or managing in baseball. He wants to stay in the 
game. Other interests may call Jackie, who probably would 
be an outstanding public office holder. 

Q. How popular is Jackie Robinson with Negro fans of 
Harlem? 

A. Jackie is widely admired and respected in Harlem, 
as everywhere. Many fans (and this writer) consider him 
the greatest all-around Negro athletic personality in his- 
tory. 

Q. What about Don Newcombe? Will he be able to re- 
turn from the Army next season and help pick up the 
slack in the Dodger mound staff?

BROOKLYN—In the manly field of sports, noted 
for its specialized jargon and gobbledegook, an item 
known in some circles as intestinal fortitude be- 
comes plain, old, earthy “guts.”

Yankee 
pitcher Allie Reynolds had thrown a “duster” at 
Campy in the second inning of the first game. 
The ball caught Campy on the hand as he 
sprawled at home plate in Yankee Stadium. 
Overnight, the injured member swelled up like 
mumps and the pain became excruciating. 

The next day, Campy tried to hit and couldn’t, 
although he used drugs and a sponge-rubber pad to 
ease the pain. He stood by the batting cage and said 
repeatedly, “This is something to happen at World 
Series time!” The way he said it, one gathered that 
the World Series was a main event with him. 

The injury was oddly ironic, too, for only a few 
days before Reynolds went wild, Campy had 
“explained” his thumping 1953 success by say- 
ing, “Not getting hurt this season is the biggest 
reason I’m having a big year. A catcher always 
is subject to hand injuries, and when he gets by 
without getting hurt, he’s lucky.” 

Then came Reynolds with his wild throw. Campy 
was caught with his rabbit’s foot hidden. And for all 
heroic Yankee plays, this “duster” may well have 
been the best thing the Bombers had going for them.
